Constitution and Rules 


MEMBERSHIP 


Baptized persons who are either Communi- 
cants of the Church, or are ready or desirous 
to become Communicants, shall be eligible for 
admission to the Guild. 

Names of candidates must be submitted 
for approval to the Rector. 

Candidates may be admitted members by 
the Rector or his deputy at any time by the use 
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of the service provided fur Admissions and 
Conferring of the Guild Badge. 

Active Members promise to observe all 
the rules of the Guild and to contribute at least 
twenty-five cents monthly to its funds. 

Honorary Members.—Persons interested 
in the work of the Guild but unable to engage 
in it may become Honorary members by con- 
tributing Three Dollars a year to the Guild 
funds. 

Associate Members.—Persons capable of 
doing the active work of the Guild but unable 
to keep the rules laid down for its active mem- 
bers may be admitted to the Guild’s work rooms 
as assistants, under the supervision of the pro- 
per officers, on payment of the ordinary dues.

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A Committee of Management formed of 
five active members, including the Directress 
and Secretary, who shall be ¢v-officio members 
thereof. 

The officers (with the exception of the Chap- 
lain) and Committee of Management shall be 
elected annually by the Guild at its meeting 
held during the octave of All Saints. The Secre- 
tary shall give at least a week’s notice in writing 
of the date of this meeting to all the members. 

The Directress (or, in her absence, the 
Vice Directress) shall settle the date of this and 
all other meetings of the Guild, and preside 
at them. 

The Secretary's duty is to issue notices of 
meetings, to notify officers and members of 
their election, to take minutes when required, 
to preserve records and papers belonging to 
the Guild, and to keep a correct list of all the 
members of the Guild, its officers and com- 
mittees, with their addresses. 

The Treasurer’s duty is to keep accurate 
account of all monies received and expended ; 
to report to the Guild at each regular monthly 
meeting the condition of its finances and to 
notify quarterly those members who may have 
failed to pay their dues. 
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The Treasurer is not at liberty to purchase 
or order work materials without the sanction of 
the Directress or her deputy. 

The duty of the Committee of Management 
is to assist the Directress with counsel and co- 
operation in furthering the objects of the Guild. 


MEETINGS 

1. For transaction of business and election 
of members—the first Thursday of each month, 
after the 9.30 A. M. Celebration, Five active 
members shall constitute a quorum. 

2. For work and embroidery every Tuesday 
and Thursday from 10 A. M. to1 P. M. 

The Collect ‘‘ Prevent us, O Lord,” shall 
be used either by the Chaplain, the Directress 
or Deputy at the beginning of all meetings, 
whether for work or business.
